— Many  ufeful  fchemes  have  been 
jdniiicJ  and  carried  into  execution  ainongd  them,  to  fupport  the 
voiing  and  the  old  of  both  fexes.  But,  of  all  thefe,  one,  inditu- 
iftl  in  February  lad,  under  the  appellation  of  the  Provident  So» 
cictYf  fceins  to  be  the  mod  extenfive,  and  bed  calculated  to  pro¬ 
vide  againd  indigency,  at  all  times  of  life,  and  in  every  fituation. 

]t  is  widicd  that  fuch  an  inditution  may  take  place  in  this  coun- 
try,  where  it  is  fully  as  expedient,  and  where  it  would  have  this 
advantage  of  the  ichemes  indituted  in  London  There  they  can 
only  have  three  per  cent,  for  their  capital  here  we  can  have 
lour,  and  the  (ecurity  equally  as  good.— With  a  little  obfervation^ 
the  fiiigular  advantages  of  fuch  a  fcheine  to  the  children  of  fucli 
parents  as  may  be  poirelfed  of  fmall  edates,  or  fmall  yearly  in¬ 
comes  of  any  kind  ;  or  fuch  as  may  not  have  ^en  fuccefiful  in 
biifinefi,  will  foon  appear  Parents,  in  any  of  thefe  fituations, 
might  eafiiy  fpare  the  fmall  pittance  annually  for  a  child  at  or 
under  ten  years  old. 

Your  giving  a  place,  in  your  uleful  Publication,  to  the  fcheme 
of  the  London  Provident  Society,  may  be  produtdive  of  infinite 
advantages  to  this  country,  and  will  greatly  oblige

^  happy  pair  had  not  long  retired  to  reft,  before  the  baron, 

X  ftimulated  by  the  rites  of  Bacchus,  came  to  pay  his  devo¬ 
tions  at  the  fhrine  of  Venus.  Cainpioni  heard  the  chariot  flop; 
and  the  rap  that  fucceeded  convinced  her  it  was.  his  excellency* 
Bob,  who  by  this  iime  had  fallen  afleep,  was  prefently  roufed, 
and  made  acquainted  with  the  neceflity  of  immediately  fulfilling; 
one  article  of  the  agreement.  He  accordingly  jumped  out  of  bed, 
and  in  the  greaieft  confufion  colle»ftcd  together  as  many  of  his 
cloatlis  as  he  could  find,  and  explored  his  way  up  ftairs  by  moon¬ 
light.  Finding  a*  chamber-door  open,  he  went  in,  and  got  once 
more  fccure  in  the  arms  of  Morpheus.  After  his  firft  flecp,  he 
awoke,  and  probably  recollecting  the  former  part  of  his  night's 
aovcnlure,  turi/cd  about  to  confer  with  his  amiable  miftrefs,  wboin 
he  imagined  by  him  ;  when  putting  his  hand  upon  a  cheek,  he 

found  it  cold  and  lifelcfs* - terror  and  affright  feized  him,  he

flew  out  of  the  room,  and  in  his  pinic,  miftaking  the  flair-xafc  • 
Jie  tumbled  from  top  to  bottom.  I'he  baroij' alarmed,  inflantly 
an»fe,  and  iinii^ining  his  rival  to  be  a  robber,  rung  for  the  fervants 
c«)mmitted  him  to  the  care  of  the  watch  : — in  vain  did  the 
unfortunate  l*)ver  relate  his  adventure,  and  plead  for  his  cloaths; 
as  the  fervants  either  did  not,  or  would  not  know  him  (for  polu 
tical  leafoiis)  in  that  rueful  date,  and  he  was  conveyed  to  the 
watch  houfe,  where,  through  il.e  cieuicncy  ^  Jlaff-o^xer  of  the 
night,  he  obtained,  a  great  coat,  in  which  he  repaired  the  next 
day  to  give  an  account  of  hlmfc If  before  the  late  jullit^  Fielding, 

Whiilt  the  beautiful  Campioni  made  the  haron^s  nights  pals  in 
fapreme  blifs,  his  dailv  cares  often  furroweil  his  brow,  and  embic« 
icrcd  his  hours,  amidll  the  parade  of  rank,  and  the  tinfeljgewgaw 
of  appearance.  His  tradefincm  were  clamorous,  his  fervants  were 
infolcnr,  and  his  pockets  were  empty,  in  Inch  a  fiiuaiion  it  re- 
quired  ilie  fertile  hrahi  of  a  rslacliiavel  to  fnppoit  the  dignity  of 
the  ininiller,  the  gallantry  of  the  lover,  and  the  probity  of  the 
man.  The  two  firll  he  could  never  forego,  and  was  not  very 
willing  i(»  reliiupiilli  the  lall. 

His  midrefs  was  in  dillrefs,  and  her  wants  claimed  relief.  She 
pleaded  the  importunity  of  tradefmen  ;  he  explained  the  exhaulU 
ed  llaie  of  his  finances/  She  told  him  money  vvas.to  be  made  by 
a  daili  of  the  pen,  and  he  lidened  to  her  j)rojedts.  She  opened 
a  wai  ehoufe  for  pi  otcillous,  and  fcrecned  three-fourths  of  the 
foreign  vagrants,  who  prey  upon  the  folly  and  credulity  of  the 
nation,  from  ihclr  legil  creditors.  This  was  a  new  mine,  fprung 
by  female  inveiition,  which  daily  increafed  in  ore,  and  W'bicli 
leemed  an  inexhauilible  fource  for  extravagance  and  diflipation/  • 

l»:it  thoiigli  Campioni's  purfc  was  thus  ealily  fiipplied,  asavarice 
>v^s  atnong  lier  minor  pailions,  thofe  which  predominated  con- 
fljnily  came  into  play  when  they  were  not  conquered  by  diftrefs. 
Tnc  baron  was  at  this  period  approaching  towards  his  fixty-fifth 
year;  atid  though  he  vvas  one  of  the  genteeleft  men  of  his  age, 
perhaps,  in  t^ngland,  he  was  not  the  moft  athletic,  and  Campioni 
iiad  not  ytt  arrived  at  that  time  of  life  vvhen  a  woman’s  amorous 
pallions  iniircly  fnbiiJe.  Captain  Th — n  of  the  guards  was  juft 
in  his  prime,  and  as  (he  was  no  hypocrite  in  love,  fhe  leftiHed  a 
teiulrc  ti>r  him,  which  he  immediately  underftood,  and  as  readily 
anfwered.  'Fhcir  frecpient  tete-a-lete  excurfions  could  not  efcape 
notice;  the  baron  met  them  at  Hampton-court,  teftified  his  jea* 
luiiiy,  aiivl  dircontiiuied  his  vifits  to  Campioni. 

At  this  period  the  celebrated  Mifs  A— — h  made  her  ap¬ 
pearance  upon  the  horizon  of  gaiety — a  phsenomcnon  upon  the 
I'ou  ton,  every  one  inquifiiive  to  know  who  flie  w’as,  .every  one 
foiled  in  their  inquiries.  An  accomplifhed  girl  to  ftart  upon  the 
/>Ciiu  inoihle  with  all  the  alUirements  of  beauty  and  drefs,  without 
her  family  or  connections  being  known,  created  innumerable  con¬ 
jectures — Ibme  gave  her  a  royal,  others  a  noble  defeenr^  and  the 

more 
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more  ill-natured  part  of  the  world  fiippofed  her  extraefiion  fo  low, 
ihni  every  poUible  care  was  exercifed  to  conceal  it.  Whild  opi¬ 
nions  were  thus  divided  concerning  Mil's  A - h,  lady  H - n 

t(K)k  her  under  her  protection,  a!id  intriKluced  her  to  the  heft 
iDtnpany.  Her  education  was  far  beyond  the  ufual  tracks  of  fe¬ 
male  indrinTtion.  Befides  dancing  and  mulic,  in  both  which  (he 
was  a  great  proficient,  Hie  fpoke  Italian  and  French  with  as  much 
tAie,  (Liency,  and  elegance,  as  flic  did  Englifli,  and  had  read  the 
l^e(t  authors  in  thefe  languages;  add  to  this,  (he  had  a  very  re- 
unlive  memory,  and  a  happy  quicknefs  of  fancy.  The  foreign 
mluii'lcrs  were  all  enraptured  with  her,  conlidering  her  as  the  pa- 
i.igon  of  excellence ;  and  (he  received  invitations  on  every  hand 
10  :!iiiil  ai  routs,  parties  and  excurfioos. 

'  It  was  in  one  of  the  lall  of  thefe  that  the  famous  W — tl — y, 

]\1 — <T — ue,  firlt  feduced  the  affections  of  Mifs  A - h.  He 

lo.uiivecl,  whiKl  they  vvere  Ilrolling  together  in  Kew  gardens, 
ill  Jt  all  liie  carriages  Ihoiild  be  gone  with  che  reft  of  the  company, 

except  his  own  poff:  chaife,  in  which  Mifs  A - h  found  her- 

Icl:  ncceflitatcd*to  lake  part.  Inftead  of  driving,  as  Ihe  expeefted, 

to  lidv  H - ’s  in  the^Siahle-yard,  the  poffilLion  drove  to  the 

TcMsiple,  where  W — il — y  had  chambers.  Here  he  prevailed  on 
her  to  te  n  tin  till  his  fervant  could  procure  a  coach. 

Vv' Iv)  knows  M - lie,. knows  that  the  various  incidents  of  life 

tlnough  which  he  has  paffed,  the  advantages  of  his  education, 
arid  ins  uncommon  abilities,  muff  have  rendered  him  a  powerful 
hiver  ;  fijch  a  one  as  Alifs  A— — h,  vviili  all  her  reafbn,  wiis  not 
able  to  withffand.  A  cold  phlegmatic  conffitutioii,  callous  to  the 
line  fillies  of  vvit,  and  a  ffranger  to  the  powerful  charms  of  con- 
verl'aiion,  like  a  falamander,  may  remain  unfinged  amidft  the  mofl: 
ardent  rurromuliug  flames;  but  a  fprighily  genius,  a  fertile  .ima¬ 
gination,  anticipating  the  rapid  wings  of  focial  intercourfe,  joined 
U)  a  warm  complexion,  and  a  heart  that  iytnpathifes  at  every 
tender  throb,  cannot  elude  a  congenial  fire,  when  fanned  by  the 
l>ie.arli  of  tutored  eloquence  and  afliduous  love.  But  think  not  * 
tiiat  .Amelia  was  fo  ca(y  a  conqueff  as  to  facrifice  her  honour  at 
the  fiiff  attack  ;  neither  were  his  batteries  yet  levelled  but  at  her 
atfcH  tions,  which  indeed  capitulated  to  fo  powerful  an  aifailant. 

M - -  e,  who  was  equally  ignorant  as  mod  of  her  acquain¬

A  rcfihnkabU  injlance  0/  Heroifm  and  difregard  of  Life,  in  fix 
Mechanics  or  Craftfmen  of  the  city  of  Calab. 

DWARD  III.  after  the  battle  of  Crefly,  laid  fiege  to  Calais, 
jt  i  lie  had  fortified  his  camp  in  ib  impregnable  a  manner^  that 
all  the  efforts  of  France  proved  inefFe<ftual  to  raife  the  fiege,  or 
ilirovv  fuccours  into  the  city.  'I'he  citizens,  however,  under  the 
conduct  of  count  Vienne,  their  gallant  governor,  made  an  admi* 
i  .iMe  defeirce.  Day  after  day  the  Englifli  effev^ted  many  a  breach, 
wliicli  they  repeatedly  expeefted  to  (lorm  by  morning;  but,  when 
DUiniing  appeared,  they  wondered  to  behold  new  ramparts  raifed, 
r.ighily  erci^ted  out  of  the  ruins  which  the  tiay  had  made. 

Fiance  had  now  put  the  fickle  inco  her  fecoud  harveft,  fince 
Kdwartl,  with  his  victorious  army,  fat  down  before  the  town, 
"j'lie  eyes  of  all  Europe  w'ere  intent  on  the  ilTue.  The  Englilh 
made  their  approaches  and  attacks  without  remifilon  ;  but  the  ci« 
lizens  were  as  obflinate  in  repelling  all  their  efforts. 

At  length,  famine  did  more  for  Edward  than  arms.  After  the

“  We  well  know  what  the  tyrant  intends,  by  his  fpec ions  oders 
of  merev.  It  will  not  filiate  his  vengeance  to  make  us  merely 
initerable,  he  would  alfo  make  us  criminal,  he  would  make  us 
c oniempiible  ;  he  vvill  grant  us  life  on  no  condiiioii,  ‘fave  that  of 
our  being  unvvoi  thy  of  it. 

l.ook  about  you,  my  friends,  and  fix  your  eyes  on  the  per- 
fons  whom  you  wifli  to  deliver  up  as  the  victims  of  your  own  fafe* 
ty.  Which  uf  ihcfe  would  ye  appoint  to  the  ratk,  the  axe,  or 
ihe  halier  ?  Is  therC  any  here  w’ho  has  not  watched  for  you,  who 
has  not  fought  for  you,  who  has  not  bled  for  you?  who,  through 
the  length  of  this  inveterate  fiege,  has  not  fuffered  fatigues  and 
inifeiies,  a  ihoufand  times  woiTe  than  death,  that  you  and  yours 
might  lurvive  to  days  of  peace  and  prolperity  ?  Is  it  your  prefer* 
v-ers  then  whom  you  wo’.ilcl  delline  to  deflrutflioii  ?  You  will  not, 
\T)a  cannot  do  it.  Jallice,  honour,  humanity  make  fuch  a  trea* 
foil  impolLbie. 

**  Where  is  then  our  rcfource  ?  Is  there  any  expedient  left, 
whereby  we  may  avoid  guilt  and  infamy  on  the  one  hand,  or  the 
delblatioii  and  horrors  ol  a  lacked  city  on  the  other  ?  There  is, 
my  Iriejids,  there  is  one  expedient  left  ;  a  gracious,  an  excellent, 
a  God-like  expedient  !  Is  there  any  here  to  whom  virtue  is  dearer 
flian  life  ?  let  him  olVer  himfelf  an  oblation  for  the  fafety  of  his 
people  !  he  lhall  not  fail  of  a  blefled  approbation  frorti  that  Power, 
who  offered  up  his  only  Ion  for  the  faivation  of  mankind. 

!le  l|K»ke— but  an  univerfal  filence  enfued.  Kach  man  looked 
around  for  the  example  of  that  virtue  and  magnanimity  in  others, 
whiih  all  wilhed  to  approve  in  ihemfelves,  though  they  wanted 
the  relolution. 

At  length  Saint  Pierre  refumed — It  had  been  bafe  in  me,  o:y 
ft-llow  c  itizens,  to  propofe  any  niatter  of  damage  to  others,  which 
1  myfclf  had  nor  been  willing  to  undergo  in  my  own  peifon.  But 
1  iield  it  ungenerous  to  deprive  any  man  of  that  preference  and 
eUimaiion  w  hich  might  attend  a  firft  offer  on  Ib  figiiai  an  occafion. 
For  1  doubt  not  but  there  are  many  here  as  ready,  nay  rcor^^ea** 
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Ions  of  this  martyrdom  Utaii  I  can  be,  however  modefly  and  the 
f'(  ar  of  iin)>uted  olientation  may  with*hold  them  from  being  fore* 
moll  ill  exhibiting  their  merits. 

Indeed,  the  (lation  to  which  the  captivity  of  lord  Vienne 
has  Tin  happily  raifed  me,  imparts  a  right  to  be  the  firil  in  giving 
mv  life  for  your  fakes.  I  give  it  freely,  I  give  it  chearfully;  who 
comes  next 

Your  fon  !  exclaimed  a  youth,  not  yet  come  to  maturity. - 

Ah,  my  child  cried  Saint  Pierre,  **  I  am  then  twice  facriH- 
ced. — Blit,  no — I  have  rather  begotten  thee  a  fecond  time.-— Thy 
years  are  few,  hut  full,  my  (on  ;  the  vieflim  of  virtue  has  reached 
the  luiiioll  purpofe  and  goal  of  mortality.  Who  next,  iiiy  friends? 
— 'I'his  is  the  hour  of  heroes. — Your  kinfman,  cried  John  de  Aire  ! 

kinfman,  cried  James  WifTant !  Your  kinfman,  cried  Peter 
Wilfint  ! — All,  exclaimed  Sir  Waller  Manny,  burhing  into  tears, 
wliv  was  I  not  a  citizen  of  Calais  ? 

The  (ixth  victim-was  dill  wanting,  but  was  quickly  fupplied  by 
lot  from  numbers  who  were  now  emulous  of  fo  ennobling  an  cx- 
amjile. 

'i'he  keys  of  the  city  were  then  ^delivered  to  Sir  Walter.  He 
took  the  fix ‘priCiners  into  his  cuftody.  He  ordered  the  gates  to 
he  ojiencd,  and  gave  charge  to  his  attendants  to  conduct  the  re¬ 
maining  citizens,  with  their  families,  through  the  camp  of  the 
I'biglirti.

'"P'HE  lad  duke  of  2>ll  married  a  French  lady  of  an  ancient  fa» 
i  inily  in  Poitou,  of  the  name  of  d’Albruce  ;  (be  had  filled, 
the  court,  and  the  little  army  of  the  duke  her  hu(band  ,with 
Frenchmen,  who  were  more  confidered  than  the  natives.  They

nintliei ’s  intreaties,  to  George  Lewis,  hereditary  prinre  of  Hano. 
vcr,  aficrwards  king  Great  Britain.  She  ^ras  not  fixteen  yeats 
old  wiien  Ihe  married  that  prince.  Upon  the  ilikovcry  of  her  i* 
inours  with  count  Konigfmark,  who  was  facrUired,  in  a  favage 
manner,  to  the  furious  jcaloufy  and  implacabie  relentineni  of  the 
duke,  (he  was  confined  in  the  cafllc  of  Ahlen,  where  fhe  died  ia 
the  year  1730,  after  fix  and  thirty  years  capiivlry. 

A  faJhionahle  French  fiifenr,  who  had  learned  the  polite  jargon 
and  the  foppilh  airs  of  the  petit s  mcUrcs^  his  cuftnmets  at  Paris, 
w  ith  a  good  fliare  of  cflVontery,  came  10  I^ondoii,  and  refolvcd  to 
take  advantage  of  the  credulity  of  the  Engliih  nation.  'I'hongh  he 
was  deflitute  of  cloaths  and  money,  he  foon  conquered  thefc  diffi. 
cullies,  by  afTuming  the  name  of  marquis  cPAlbriicc,  obliged  lo  i\y 
Ins  native  country  for  a  duel,  thus  dirgnifeJ  in  rags.  Having  ex¬ 
torted,  by  that  tameniable  ilory,  a  fullicient  liini  from  charitable 
j>cople  to  buy  decent  cloaths  in  Monmouth  (Ircet,  he  attended 
the  levee  of  t!ic  bite  duke  of  Newciliie,  and  announced  himfcif 
as  marquis  d’Albrucc.  Idre  duke  treated  him  .according  to  the 
ilic  rank  which  he  pcrfon.aied,  and  advlfcd  him  to  wait  upon  t!ie 
duke  dc  iMirepoix,  a  in  ba  (la  cl  or  from  Fr.mcc.  '  The  ily  adventurer 
declined  the  propolal,  luuler  pretence  of  fome  difpuirs  between 
tl;c  two  families.  However,  the  duke  tie  A1ii*epoix,  having  been 
informed  of  this  impolloi •^s.  vifiis  to  many  great  people,  declared 
publiclv,  that  the  houfe  of  d^Albrnce  was  extinct,  and  that  this, 
man  was  a  filou.  However,  the  dnke  of  NewcafUe  was  infa¬ 
tuated  by  the  genteel  manners  and  fulfome  compliments  of  the 
in.irquis,  that  he  intnidiiced  him  as  fuch  to  king  George  II.  who, 
notwithllanding  his  cii cmnfpecftiou  in  admitting  perlbns  unknown 
10  his  prerence,  received  him  moft  gracioufly.  Thus  acknowledg¬ 
ed,  he  reforted  to  all  the  inoR  elegant  public  places,  and  vifit^ 
perfons  of  the  higheft  uKliinffion  :  he  danced  once  at  court  wilji 
the  princefs  Amelia,  and,  having  run  the  gauntlet  through  all  the 
brilliant  routs  and  divcrhuiis,  and  contracted  debts  under  that  for¬ 
ged  title  to  a  cnnlkicrable  amount,  his  inipofture^  being  detected 
by  a  foreign  nobleman,  he  was  forced  to  take  a  French  leave  of 
the  kingdom.

The  (latetinan,  whofe  motives  would  feein  to  tend  whol¬ 
ly  to  the  welfare  and  profperiiy  of  his  country,  who  makes  the 
moll  folemn  pmtcflations  of  his  attachment  to  its  intereft,  and  pre- 
liends  to  he  ready  to  facrifice  his  life  and  fortune,  whenever  caUed 

Fn,  in  the  defence  of  it,  wdll,  as  loon  as  the  grand  fpring  of  his  ic* 
runs  is  removed,  be  found  as  cool  and  inaeffive  in  fupjjort  of  ilr^ 

*  '  coinmuo 
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common  caufc,  as  he  Vi^as  hefore  a  i^ealous  promoter  of  its  hippi. 
iit-rv.  Sslf-interefl;  precedes  every  other  confidcratinn,  and  a  third 
lor  money  ofteii  prompts  the  mind  to  actions  of  a  bafe  and  dange¬ 
rous  tendency.  The  tnifer,  w»hofe  infaiiable  avarice  keeps  pace 
with  every  other  part  of  his  charasflcr,  knows  no  happinefs  but  in 
acciiniulaiing  wealth,  and  is  as  f.inguine  and  diligent  in  the  caufc, 
ns  if  the  prefervation  of,  his  life  depended  on  the  purfuit  of  it. 
Ills  ambition  knows  no  bounds  ;  but,  like  a  greedy  mo'nfter,  'he 
would  rob' the  indigent  of  their  fnpporc,  and  reduce  them  to  the 
im*(l  ahjec^t  fcrvllity,  in  order  to  enrich  his  own  coffers.  Con  ten  t- 
locut  is  a  name  he  is  not  art]n.ihitcd  with  :  his  chief  pleafure 
co’dills  in  admiring  his  ili-gotien  pelf,  and  looking  diVlialnfully  on 
all  t)cncaili  him.  Yet,  after  all,  his  riches  ftrve  ouly  to  torment 
him  ;  farrounded  with  all  the  fuperfiuiiies  of  life,  he  murmurs  in 
the  mid II  of  plenty,  and,  by  looking  up  to  others  in  a  profperbus 
lilt»/ni'>n,  he  not  only  envie'^  the  happintfs  they  enjoy,  but  lofcs 
all  rclilh  for  his  own. 

When  ambition  fires  the  mind,  and  when  avarice  petrifies  the 
Ijeart,  a  man  may  truly  fay,  farewel  Content.  Jt  is  impofiihle  for 
a  niil’er  to  be  happy  ;  his  name  implies  mifery,  and  he  deferves  it*; 
and  the  ambitious  man,  being  of  a  rellleft  difpofition  by  nature, 
cm  never  enjoy  tbe  blefiings  of  repofe. 

The  way  to  be  happy  is  to  look  down  on  thofe  who  fuffer,  and 
not  up  to  thol'e  who  fhine  in  the  world.  The  coinpaiifon  then 
Would  be  fo  much  in  our  fav’onr,  that  we  iliouhl  ceale  to  complain. 
5>o  far  lliould  %ve  be  from  repining  at  the  unequal  oidrihutions  of 
fortuTic,  that  we  fiionld  fit  down  contented  with  our  own  lor,  and 
be  happy  with  the  bleffings  wc  enjoy.  Our  pride  would  be  hum- 
^bled,  and  our  pceviflincfs  turned  into  pity;  all  our  murmurings 
Would  be  huflied  at  the  fight  of  nthel^s  mifery.  A  little  rcafon 
and  common  fenfe  W'oiild  point  out  to  us  the  abfurdity  of  our  pur- 
fuits,  and  prove  how  dangerous  it  is  to  follow  the  deceitful  track. 
How  happy  then  might  people  live,  and  what  a  figure  might  they 
make  in  the  eye  f>f  the  world,  were  they  to  manage  the  liherali. 
ties  of  fortune  with  cominrtn  fenfe.  and  learn  to  dcipife  the  fuper- 
fiaities  of  it!  From  a  want  of  this  fprings  all  the  nnhappinefs  of 
fife,  and  from  a  careful  obfervaiice  of  it,  proceeds  every  fatisfat^lion 
vve  can  wi Ih  to  obtain. 

If  we  refiedted  properly  oii  tbe  miferies  v.’ith  which  the  majo¬ 
rity  of  mankind  arc  hourly  tormented,  on  the  many  erodes  and 
di^ppointments  they  meet  with,  and  the  difficulties  vvith  which 
they  arc  embarrafled,  we  fliould,  pofTeffing  health  and  a  moderate 
competency,  view  without  emotion  the  magnificence  of  the  grear, 
and  never  figh  for  the  luxuries  of  the  vicknss.

OUR  tnir  monied  intcreft  is  certainly 
that  which  is  employed  in  com¬ 
merce  ahroHil  and  dealings  at  home,  he- 
ing  the  property  ot*  thofe  chiefly  who 
are  to  be  ranked  amon^  the  Dell  mem- 
h.  •  s  (  f  foclciy.  Bnt  there  has  become 
a  new  kind  of  falfc  monied  iiUerefl,  or 
property,  which  was  introduced  in  the 
acre,  and  is  known  by  the  name  of 
funds;  a  term,  when  applied'to  the  date 
concern  therein,  that  ihould  be  under- 
fioMfl  to  mean  funds  of  poverty,  debility 
and  danger:  and  W’ith  regard  to  pro- 
prii  tors,  of  idlenefs,  inutility,  folly,  lu- 
Xnry,  diflipation,  and  iluck-jobbing  kua- 
very. 

To  ndnifters  of  ftate  they  have  been 
generally  funds  of  influence  and  abufe, 
in  jobbs  and  taxes,  which  latter  have 
often  been  made  more  than  needfully 
grievous  to  the  people,  for  the  fake  of 
gratilying  individual*.  ,  The  ends  of  e- 
Itablifliina  them  were,  to  flrengtben  the 
hands  of  minllers,  by  the  multiplication 
nf  employments:  and  to  create  attach¬ 
ment  to  government,  from  the  depen¬ 
dency  of  property  on  its  fupport  for  fe- 
curity.  But  in  the  degrees  they  have 
incrcafed  the  powers  of  adminiflration, 
they  have  weakened  ihofe  of  the  ftate  : 
and  the  progref*  of  the  fyftem  can  be 
extended  very  little  farther,  without  in¬ 
evitable  loin  to  the  proprietors,  or  go- 
vernn>en»,  nay  pofllbly  to  both. 

They  are  become  the  ceafelefs  meant 
of  making  enormoQS  gains  by  the  wicked 
parts  of  the  knowing  few  (who,  either 
at  home  or  abroad,  are  in  the  fecret  of 
Hifalrt),  at  the  expence  of  the  ignorant 


and  credulous  many:  by  the  pratftice  of 
every  fpccies  of  fraudolenc  falfliood,  im- 
pofltion  ^nd  artifice ;  to  the  ruin  of  all 
principle,  aud  the  extirpation  of  ‘all 
lhame.  They  are  moreover,  in  effetft,  a 
rooft  dangerous  inftrument  put  into  the 
hands  of  our  enemies,  which  they  may 
at  any  time  employ  to  our  very  great 
embaralTmeot  and  national  difaovan- 
tage. 

Whatever  caufe  there  might  formerly 
have  been  for  adopting  fnch  a  fyftem, 
there  certainly  of  late  could  be  no  good, 
reafon  afligned  for  its  continuance.  The 
evils  wc  experience  from*  it,  and  onr 
fenfe  of  the  difficulties  and.  dangers  it 
may  hereafter  involve  us4^  fhould  in¬ 
duce  us  to  endeavour#  as  faft  ar  pofliblc, 
to  tread  the  tradt  backwards  again,  in 
order  to  efcape  thofe  evils  to  which  it 
manifeftly  leads. 

To  value  ourfelves  on  fuch  a  national 
credit  as  induces  us  to  burthen  and 
mortgage  all  property  and  labour,  which 
are  our  fources  of  wealth  and  power* 
is  fhewing  ourfelves  juft  as  wife,  as  a 
people,  as  the  individual  would  appear# 
who,  without  regard  to  means  for  fu« 
ture  fubfiftence,  fhould  glory  in  being 
able  to  mortgage  bis  eftate ;  becaufe 
credit  fo  abiifed,  in  either  cafe,  can 
end 'in  nothing  but  embarafloient,  per¬ 
plexity,  beggary,  and  ruin* 

We  commenced  the  late  war  under  a 
debt  of  near  eighty  millions.  Three  per 
cents,  were  then  above  par:  but  in  the 
courfe  of  that  war  they  were  reduced 
to  near  fixty;  and  we  were  of  courfe 
forced  te  raife  money  at  equivalent  rates, 
by  means  of  douceurs  and  additional  io- 
tereft.  Oor  debt  is  now  greatly  above 
an  hundred  and  thirty  millions;  and 
three  per  cents,  have  fallen  to  much  nn- 
der  eighty.
